AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA 
AMENDING THE 1989 PALM BEACH COUNTY 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED, MODIFYING PAGE 63 OF THE 
FUTURE LAND USE ATLAS BY CHANGING A PARCEL OF 
LAND OF APPROXIMATELY 20 ACRES GENERALLY 
LOCATED 1500 FEET SOUTH OF BELVEDERE ROAD ON 
THE EAST SIDE OF PIKE ROAD, FROM UTILITIES/ 
TRANSPORTATION (U/T) TO INDUSTRIAL (IND); 
PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by 
Ordinance No. 89-17; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
have initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive 
Plan in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the 
public of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, this parcel had an Industrial land use designation 
under the 1972 and 1980 land use plans for Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, there was no official action calling for the change 
of the land use designation; and 

WHEREAS, the land use designation was changed from industrial 
to Utilities/ Transportation at the time of the adoption of the 
Land Use Atlas; and 

WHEREAS, the Town of Palm Beach wishes to have the designation 
of the parcel be restored to industrial; and 

WHEREAS, it is the intent of the Board of County Commissioners 
to adopt this Ordinance, restoring the land use designation of this 
parcel to the previous industrial designation; and 


WHEREAS, on December 1, 1995, the Palm Beach County Local 


Planning Agency held a public meeting to make recommendations 
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regarding adoption of the Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 

WHEREAS, on December 6, 1995, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to consider adoption of 
the amendments. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 
All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 
Part III. Severability 
If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 


affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 
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The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The Sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever 
occurs earlier. No development orders, development permits, or 
land uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence 
before it has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance 
is issued by the Administration Commission, this amendment may 
nevertheless be made effective by adoption of a resolution 
affirming its effective status, a copy of which resolutions shall 
be sent to the Department of Community Affairs, Bureau of Local 


Planning, 2740 Centerview Drive, Tallahassee, Florida 32399-2100.
